Chicago Traffic Crawls 


Chicago made desperate by motor accidents and deaths, 


has slowed down all motor traffic to a maximum 20 miles an 
hour for boulevards and other spacious thoroughfares, outside 
the congested districts an dten miles an hour down town with 
a>requirement of eight miles when turning corners and seven 
miles when passing schools. 


This extreme program of suppression is judged necessary, 


to make the streets safe. Anyone who has gone on foot through 
Chicago's "loop" will hardly find it in his heart to criticise. 


Yet it is hard to believe that this is a good or lasting so'lu- 


tion of the traffic problem for any city. Enforced it will make 
new problems of congestion, for the slo\yer the cars move, the 
more will traffic be jammed. That hinders business and makes 
ne wdangers. Persevered in, it would drive motor cars off the 
streets. Does any city want to do that? 


The final solution will probably enable motor cars to move 


faster instead of slower, and make life safe by separating ve- 
hicular and pedestrian traffic.

MERICA is at heart a profoundly religious nation. Many of 
the early explorations were undertaken in the interest of 
missions. The naines of Hennepin and Marquette are -writ- 


ten large across the story of those early days. It was a religious 
colony which the Pilgrim fathers founded. 
- 
___ 


A common characteristic of all America's religious institutions is 


their strong missionary spirit Every denomination is active in 
the fields of city work, home missions and foreign missions. Or- 
ganizations growing out of the churches are active and vigorous and 
have spread then- influence through the whole world. 


The movement into the army and navy drew over 4,000,000 boys 


and men away from home during 1917 and 1918. They were sep- 
arated not only from their homes—from mothers, fathers, sisters, 
wives and children—not only from the social companionships and 
amusements of the home community but also from the home 
church. Whether the church's influence on a yoong man in Amer- 
ica is direct or indirect, it is always present-in the background of 
his home life. And in time of trial tie religions instinct makes 
itself felt. 
Men turn to God whenever they realize that their own 


resources are stretched to the limit.

Those at home did not fail to .real-' 


izc that their boys were leaving ac- 
customed ways to meet evils which 
have always surrounded the life of 
the fighting- man; in the end, in all 
probability, to face death itself. 
Our people have no doubt in then- 
nwnds that religion b the most soli^ 
bulwark against sin and the only 
real preparation for death. Here 
and there are exceptional groups, 
but the great mass of the people who 
served the civilian welfare agencies 
in the Great War looked to- them 
to promote the cause of true, re- 
ligion as a part of the whole process 
of carrying the influences of home 


on the march, 


on shipboard, in trench and on the 
field of battle. 


Welfare work originated among 


religious people and was carried 
forward by religious institutions, 
as -were the first hospitals, schools 
.and asylums. Of the seven leading 
wdfare agencies serving in the Great 
War, five were religious. Overseas, 
only a small fraction of the work 
was carried on outside religious aus- 
pices. 


_ The official representatives of re- 
ligion in the array and navy arc the 
chaplains. 
They represent an es- 


sential part of the national estab- 
lishments. Their work is mdispen- 
jable.^rhe wdfare agencies aimedj 


to bring" from home into the life of 
^ _ %hting man opportunities for 
his-individual expression of religious 
fajth_ and aspirations thus supple- 
menting the work of the chaplains. 
•Bibles and Testaments were distrib- 
uted. 
Vital books and pamphlets 


were offered. An attempt was made 
to send among the soldiers men 
whose experience of life would en- 
able them to furnish gnidancc. 


ft remains a solid fact that the 


religious facilities offered by the 
welfare agencies were taxed to the 
uttermost 
throughout the whole 


period of the war. It meant a touch 
of the deepest things of home, and 
many thousands of mtn who were 
not connected with any home church 
or particularly concerned with any 
phase of religion came to find spirit- 
ual inspiration in the face of danger 
in the voluntary religious activities 
of the welfare organizations. 


The spirit that dominated these 


religious organizations could not 
have been "exclusive under the con- 


'ditions of active war'fare. 
There 


was a broad spirit of tolerance 
abroad. The Y. M. C. A. with the 
largest facilities at hand offered its 
huts for service of all creeds. 
In 


the prison camps its agency built 
chapels for Roman and Greek Catho- 
fie and Jewish%rorship. United ef- 
forts to touch the spirit of men 
were made under varying circum- 
stances. The "inner circle" move- 
ment- designed to promote dean 
thinking, clean speech, dean living 
and character building was carried 
on jointly by the Y. M. C. A., the 
Knights of Columbus and the Jewish 
Welfare Board. There was agree- 
ment by these representatives of a 
great religions nation'as to these 
objectives, and co-operation for their 
attainment. Each of the three leading 
rdigious organizations administered 
to its own adherents according to its 
own forms, but in addressing gath- 
erings of soldiers the speakers uni- 
formly emphasized those fruits of 
the spirit which arc pf^good report 


among all men, and in dealing with 
individuals sought to minister to 
each in the most helpful way. 


Meetings, music ancLliterature on 


religious work were no substitutes, 
however, for direct personal influ- 
ence. Whenever a life showed the 
effects-of its faith, there wertsome 
who wanted to know its secret, and 
religious men, becoming the confi- 
dants of those who were ki troubla 
or need, were often ablo to guide 
them to the source of spiritual power 
and peace. 


When Dr. Henry Churchill King; 


President of Oberlin College, be- 
came head of the Rdigious Work 
Department of the Y. M. C. A. he 
laid down this principle: "Religion 
is not a department of a man's life; 
it is the spirit of his entire life shown 
in all its many-skied rdations." It 
was the recognition of religion in 
service that made soldiers eager to 
hear the spoken message from those 
who had proved by their works their 
right to speak.

specimens of the equine family.
